London, May 13: The war office re- 
ceivec the following despitch’ fiom 
Lord Roberts: 

Kroonstad, May 12, 2 p.m: Enter- 
ed Kroonstad at 1:30, without opposi- 
tion, to-day, when the Union Jack was 
hoisted with cheers from the British 
residents. ~ ee 

London, May 13:The situation of the 
war in South Africa is as satisfactory 
from a British point of view as ‘the 
most sanguine friend could have hop- 
ed a week ago. The occupation of 
Kroonstad «practically Isavas the 
Orange Free State in British posses- 
sion. It is evident from Lord Roberts 
last despatch that disentegration has 
commenced, and that the Fraq Sta- 
ters are scattering to their ‘homes 
while the Transvaalers havo ‘gone 
northward, deciining to fight any 
longer in the Crange Free State. What 
little resistance the former are likely 
to make will be certered at Lindley, 


whither President Steyn hbajs_ trans- 


ferred his government. ‘ 

It is evident that the strategy of 
Lord Roberts asd the rapidity gf his 
advance have bewildered and dispir- 
iied the Boers, as their resistance 
since the British reached Sand river 
has been slight. The only - point 
where they seriously attempted to 
check the advance seems to have been 
or the British right where they de- 
fended two kepjes with some vigor, 
which eventually were carried by the 
East. Laneashires and Sussex, -the 
Boers finally retreating, leaving a 
group of gunners dead on the top of 
the hills) The only pvint in the Free 
State where the Boers seem in any: for- 
cé except at Lord Roberts’ front ‘isbn 
the Southeast, where Generals Run- 
dle, Campbell arid Brabant are holding 
them in check, west of Picksburg and 
Ladybiand, and are gradually pushing 
them back as weil as effectually de- 
feating all their efforts to break 
through and threaten Lord Roberts’ 
communications. 


There is no further news regarding 
the advance of the relief column to- 
wards Mafeking, but it is possible 
Roberts’ success will result in forcing 
the Boers to raise the siege. 

Pretoria adviccs via Lorenzo Mar- 
quez state that the Boers’ supply of 
powder is exhausted and that attempts 
to maoufacture a fresh supply have 
been unsuccessful. 

A despatch from Cape Town, dated 
May 12th, says that Lord Strathecona’s 
Horse have gone to the front and that 
Lord Castletown has been appointed 
commander of the Wepener district. 

President Steyn fled from Kroon- 
stad last evening after vainly endeay- 
oring to persuade the burghers to 
continue opposing us. Tiq4 ‘Trans- 
vaalers said they would no longer fight 
on Orange Free State soil and made 
foff for the Vaal river. The Free Sta- 
tens accused the Transvaalers of hav- 
ing made use of them and thenfdesert- 
ing. Many Free Staters have gone to 
their homes. r 

Roberts in his despatch says: The 
procession on entering the town was 
headed by my body guard all of whom 
were colonials, and, after my staff 
and foreign officers, came the North 
Somerset Imperial Yeomanryj, fol- 
lowed by Gen. Pole-Carew’s division, 
consisting of tbe Grenadier Guards 
and the 18th Brigade, naval guns, 83rd, 
84th and 85th Batieries, two five inch 
guns manned by the Royal ArtiJlery 
Company and i2th Engineers. The 
rest of the force encamped around the 
town. \ 4 

Before leaving Kroonstad, President 
Steyn issued a proclamation making 
Lindley the seat of government for 
the Free State. Lindley is 20 miles 
squtheast of Krounstad on the rail- 
road to Van Reenan’s Pass. f

MARTIN GAINING GROUND. 
That “Fortune favors the brave” 
seems to be as true now asever: When 
Honorable Joseph Martin accepted the 
premiership of British Columbia ‘he 
alone to the prorogaticn! 
eprech of the  lieuterant-governont 
The purpose of the members who with- 
drew was to show that he had ab- 
solutely no support in British Colum- 
bia public lize. Notwithstanding 
this he entered uren the contest with 
ei] his old tim? vigor, and from  ax- 
counts thet are being received. he ap- 
poars to be securing a support that at 
one time weuld not have been thought 
powsible. As is well understaad: :’tht 
Dominion government is not any too 
favorable to his cause, aithouga not 
taking any active part agaist him. 
Certain action taken by them within 
the iast day or iwo has unquesticn- 
ably strengthened him to an extent 
that could not have come about by:the 
most extreme measure of active sup- 
port. The action is the disallowance 
o: the anti-Japanese und alien mining 
legislation passed by the British Co- 
lumbia legisiature at last session. The 
acts disallowed relate to liquor licen- 
ses, to the regulaiion of coal mines, 
and to the Midway & Penticton rail- 
way, which contained ciauses @iscrim- 
ating against the Japanese. There is 
no doubt a strong feeling in British 
Columbia against allowing the 
Japanese the same (position as 
is accorded white people and 
this feeling was given effect 
to in the acts in question. Ts disal- 
low the acts because oi this position is 
to antagonize the popular sentiment 
and to cause the people to look for ‘a 
rallying point and leader who will sup- 
port ‘he popular view. Martin is the 
man, and the only man in British:/\o- 
lumbia in public iife upon whose abil- 
ity and reliability in this connection 
the public can depend. While the aniti- 
alien mining law was not as acce;t- 
able to the people as the auti-Japanese 
legislation it stili contained a prin- 
ciple which most. of the electors a2p- 
proved of; namely, that in taking ad- 
vantage oi the natural resources of 
the country where labor is the only 
capital, citizens should be given the 
advantage over aliens. Ten acts af- 
fecting private companies which con- 


listened 


tained clauses preveniing the emp loy- 
ment of Japanese were not disallow- 
ed on the ground that it would be too 
great an interference with the rights 
ostablished by the passing of the acts. 
It seems somewhat Strange that a 
pub'ic bill can be disallowed because 0” 
enti-Japanese provisions, but that a 
private bill must stand although con- 
taining exactly the same provisions 
This discrimination wil} likeiy ony 
tend to strengihen the position a 
those who object to Japanese immi rra- 
fion, which it seems is larger thig year 
than ever before.

FRUIT GROWING IN MANITOBA. 

In the Farmer's Advocate appears 
the following article on Fruit Growing. 
by A. P. Stevenson: : 

In this brief review of apple-grow- 
ing it may be well at the first to state 
that so far as known at the present 
time there is no standard apple ires 
of sufficient hardiness to be recom- 
mended for general planting in Mani- 
toba. Without doubt, morta money 
has been spent by our farmers forl this 
class of nursery stock than all others 
combined, with failure the end in every 
cecasion. We know it is dear to the 
heart. of the Manitoba farmer. to be 
able to grow apples. This, in fact, ap- 
pears to be the one thing Jacking’ to:a 
perfect existence heve. Nevertheless, 
we will yet grow an abundance of ap- 
p-es al least for culinary purposes.One 
of the very first steps taken io bring 
to pass this desirabie state of things 
will be the planting of windbreaks 
Even if we had the trees ofithe desired 
hardiness at the present time it would 
be the he‘gbt of folly io plant without 
first affording some proteciion from 
high winds,. The frui® would certain- 
ly be blown off the trees before it was 
half grown. 

Soil and jocation.—Ali Minnesota au- 
thorities ciaim that a rich clay loam 
is best adapted folr apple-growing, 
and land that has been cleared| o- 
heavy scrub or brush, and known’ ap 
bur ozk land.is preferred. The poor- 
est success will be obtained on light 
sandy land with gravelly subsoil. The 
best location for an orchard is said to 
be on land taat siupes steeply to the 
north and east, on account of its being 
least affected by changes of temper 
ature; and tke worst locations that 
with a southern exposure. Be this as 
it may, our own location is a strictly 
southern exposure; but I am pleased 
to say that the results so far have 
been fairly satisfactory and encourag- 
ing. 

Distance apavt io plant.—In' cold 
countries it is ithe rule io plant apple 
trees closer together than in milde 
climates. Our trees are planted» J2 
feet apart each way, and from their 
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er t @be valid-and binding, and within 
the pwoers of the said council. 


habit of growth I think that to be 
about the correct distance. Trees 
should be planted at least 6 inches 
deeper than 'hey stood in the nursery. 
This deep planting encourage@ the 
growth of young roots above theigraft. 
The tree will then be on itstown’' roots, 
and, in consequence, will be less liable 
Xo injury by rovt-killing. Spring: is 
the only proper time to plant in this 
country. In planting, jean the tree in 
a southwesterly direction. Plant 
rows of red raspberries between the 
rows of trecs; when the latter are 8 
years ‘old, dig out the raspberries, giv- 
ing all the space to the trees, but still 
continue to give the treas shallow 
cultivation. ; 

Protection.—Probably the best meth- 
od is to box up the trenks with four 
boards reaching from the ground to 
the lower limbs, then filling the box 
with earth. This is done late in the 
fall. ‘Che box is removed in the spring 
and set aside. The same lot can be 
used for eo number of years. if trees 
are grown in bush form—that is, three 
or four large limbs starting from near 
the ground—this form, of protection 
cannot well be used. Wrapping each 
stem with burlap will, however, an- 
swer very well; but whatever method 
is used, it is necessary that some form 
of protection be given; otherwise, the 
trunk will get sun-sealded and black- 
hearted, which will shorten its life ae 
good many years. 

Varieties of the large apple.—During 
the last fourteen years 530 apple trees 
o! 87 varieties have been Flanted at this 
place, and { am planting yet. Wighty 
per cent. of tke total were of what is 
known as hardy Russian trees; the bal- 
ance were American seedlings. A 
great many of the Russian trees went 
out the second year after planting} all 
Jacking in hardiness, notwithstanding 
theic Russian origin, and a good per- 
centage of the American seedlings fol- 
lowed suit. The following are the var- 
ieties of the Russian apple trees that 
have carried fruit: : 
| Blushed Calvilie.-A snmmer apple, 
fair for dessert; tree moderately vig- 
prous; fruit does not hang well tofthe 
tiree.. Ostrekoif{—a fall apple; tree a 
vigorous, spreading grower; fruit good 
for cooking purposes; hangs well to the 
tree. Anisette—a fall apple of the 
largest size and of good dessert qual- 
ity; resernbles the Duchess, but of bet- 
ter appearance. Repka Kislaja— tree 
a good grower, with very dark foliage: 
a sweet apple; season late fall. Hiber- 
nal—a true ironclad; fruit large, even- 
sized, handsomely colored, aud ood 
quality for cuiinary use; season late 
fall. Bomna—resembles the Hibernal 
in habit of growth; fruit conical, 
smooth, good for coking sea- 
son late fall. Silken Leaf—of the Hiber- 
nal family;our mo3t ‘prolific bearer; 
fruit medium to large,for ordinary; use, 
White Naliv—fruit medium to large. 
light yellow, some blush, tender, jucy, 
fair for desert; season September. 
Russian Gravenstein—a fine tree; 
fruit medium in size,ribbed and color- 
od; flesh white, tender, jucy, our best 
and most handsome for dessert; season 
September. Blue Anis—a moderate 
upright grower; a rather shy bearer: 
fruit medium, of good quality; season 
October. Little Hat—fruit round, 
withoul basin, highly colored: season 
October. This closes the list of var- 
ieties of Russian apple trees that have 
fruited at this place, althouzh there 
are still a number of — strong-grow- 
ing, nardy trees that give promise of 
bearing at an early date. Of the Am- 
erican seedlings, Wealthy is the only 
variety that has coms into bearing. 
A description of tiis fine, well-known 
apple is unnecessary here further 
than it appears to lose none of Afts 
quality and beauty in this high lati- 
tude. I don’t think it will succeed 
here except in an extra favorable loca- 
tion. { 


Among the hybrid apples I will only 
mention August and Whitney. being 
the only varieties that have as yet 
fruited with me. The trees of the 
latier were well loaded with highly- 
colored, small apples of good quality’. 
August (one of Gedion’s seedings) 
appears to be a rather shy bearer when 
young but with age its fruitfulness 
will increase. ae 


At the head of the list we have no 
hesitation in placing the Transcendent 
for productiveness appearance, and 
hardiness. Our oldest trees are twen- 
ty years old, and to all appearance 
are good for twenty years more. Hys- 
lop is another hardy productive var- 
iety, quite distinct from the Trans- 
cendent i¢ fruit and habii of res. 
The\ fruit is a dull red colcr, firm, but 
perishabie. Virginia resembles the 
Hyslop so much that it is difficult 
to distinguish between them. Sweet 
Russet is the largest and first in 
quality of all varieties grown here. 
The fruit is a rich Tussety color, but 
does mot hang weil to the tree. Philips 
1000—tree hardy; slow grower; fruit 
aweet, meium in size; shiy? bearer. 
Greenwood—hardy; slow srower; fruit 
small, inferior. Gen. Grant—moder- 
ately hardy; fruit large and desirable. 

Insect Perts.—Up tiil the present 
time the flatheaded apple-tree borer 
is the only pest we have noticed jaf- 
fecting the apple trees. By watching 
for their sawdust-like castings around 
the base %& tus trunks they are easily 
located ard dug out with a crooked 
wire and destroyed.

PARLIAMENT. 
Ottawa, May 7th, 1900. 

The long and weary budget dehate 
came to an end on Thursday night by 
a-vote on an amendment by: Sir Chas. 
Tapper declaring for what he is pleas- 
ed to call « mutual trade preference 
between Great Britain and har, 
onies. The amendment was ldst by 
eighty-nine to forty-nine. When it 
is considered that this amendment was 
the only practical which 
the opposition was prepared to make 
and back up by a vote during the de- 
bate, some idea may be gathered of/the 
tremendous wastes cf time which has 
taken place in debating points which, 
after all, the members did not consider 
ot eufficient importance to vote on. 
There is no question that the length 
of this debate hus dezensrated to be 
a public scandal, very greatly to the 
@hocredit of the House of Commons as 
a business body and still more to the 
leaders on both sides of the House by 
whom ‘t might have been prevented if 
the attempt had been made. it is 
something tnat passes the compre- 
hension of the ordinary man what the 
purpose is, whait is the objest to be 
gained by deliberately wasting time 
and tuiking on subjects that are not 
important enough to vote on. At the 
end of three full months and four days 
only the second important siep in the 
eourse of the sessivn has been passed. 
The first is necessarily the debate on 
the address. and tne second, the debate 
on the budget. There still remains to 
come before the House ajll the ordinary 
business of the session, including the 
estimates and public legislation, none 
of which has yet been touched. The 
only work actmaily accemplished was 
the contingent vote, but that was ex- 
traordinary and wouid noi form part 
ot the business of an ordinary session. 

What could have possessed Sir Chas. 
Tupper to divide the House en th 
point Which he chose for division, ex- 
cept a desire to keep away from points 
really at issue, it would be hardgtoi see. 
A resolution by the Canadian Parlia- 
ment that Great Britain should go 
back to the time of the cornlawia anid 
tax the food products which supply 
her teeming population is, to say the 
least, stupendously impertinent. It is 
from tthe time of the relief of the peo- 
pie of England from taxes on food‘that 
the era of British prosperity dates. To 
ask England to put itself in the posi- 
tion in which it was when the cojrn 
laws were enforced, would scarcely be 
for the benefit of Canada. “The effort 
is 40 minimize to the people of Canada 
the advantages which they now enjoy 
under preferential trade, so that they 
ean be made to believe they are at a 
disadvantage rather than at an ad- 
vantage, so that they) will give~ up 
their present advantage ang thraw 
themselves more completely at the 
mercy of Sir Charlef’ fartiqular 
friends, the manufacturing industries. 
It is a strange game, especially for 
the party who have always posed as 
witra-Liaperialists. 

No doubt the idea that an election 
was in immediate prospect had a great 
deal to do with the interminabie char- 
(acter of the debate, but an election 
within ‘the next six or eight monthsis 
not. so certain nov as it was at one 
time thought to be. The life of par- 
liament does not expire until some 
time in August, 1901. The census is 
to be taken at the beginning of -iha: 
year. On the basis of the census there 
is. under the constitution, a re-allot- 
ment of representation. It would cer- 
tainly be possible to have the work of 
the census completed in time so that 
parliament which cpened, say on the 
2nd cf January, 1901, could make the 
re-allotment called for by the results 
of the census and complete its othe 
business and be ready to face the as 
tors by August. In that case 
new parliament would repressnt the 
new arrangement as defined by the 
éensus. But if an. election is held this 
year, if the parliament so elected; lives 
cut its full tenm ef five years’ half of 
of the next ien nsus period 
will be ocewpied by a parliament which 
does not represent tke people as they 
stood practically at the time oi its 
election. This mieans more inf the 
West, probably, than in the east, but 
it means a great deal everywhere. 
The West confidently expects to be 
entitled to eight or ten more repre- 
sentatives on the basis of the nextjcen- 
sus, and to be cut out cf this repre- 
sentation for nearly five years would 
be a very considerable bardship which 
should be avoided if possible. The cen- 
sus would also give every reason for 
making such re-distribution in Ort 
tario as is claimed by the liberais -o 
be necessary to overcome the iniguit- 
ies of the so-called Gerrymander Act. 
Suppose the census to be taken and 
the re-distribution to be made accord 
ing to it, and the senate should throw 
out the bill as it has already done 
with the two attempts to  re-distri- 
bute the Ontario constituencies, there 
would then be a very good cry to ‘use

Frank, here. The lattat is dated at 
Carnarvon, Cape Colony, on ‘March 
18th. Carnarvon is about halt wag. 
between Cape Town ant Kimberley? 
and some 100 miles west of the rail- 
way line which connects the two 
partes. The letter was, therefore, 


written before the Mountad Rifles 


moved eastward to join Lord Roberts 
at; Bloemfontein. In the course of his 
letter Mr. McCauley remarks: 


“ft would rather be in Edmonton 
with its snow than here with sand/fulp 
to your neck and also in your ftea, 
soup or anything we eat. At meals it 
is tea and sand, meat and. sand, land 
hard tack and sand. 
ing a terrific sand storm now. 
are taking leave of our heads and 
everyone is busy holding the itents 
down or rushing in cut of the storny. 
J. Lindsay (anotber Edmonton boy) is 
well, He is riding a horse from the 
Argentine Republic. Lizards and big 
black bugs are plentiful. Every 
morning ‘you have tu shake your boots 
and blankets to see if any animals‘are 
in them. The lizards look like croco- 
diles, Only considerably smaller,”

America Act in 1867, it was, among 
other things, enacted that it should

‘rom the Houses of Parliament of 
Canada, to admit Rupert’s Land ané@ 
the North Western Territory, or 
either of them, into the Union onmch 
terms and conditions in each case as 
shouid be in the same address ex- 
pressed and as the Queen should 
think fit to approve subject to the 
wrovisions of the said Act; 

“And Whereas by an Address from 
the Houses of Parliament of Canada

“Whereas, in order tii (urther 
the petition of the parliament of 
Uarada, Her Majesty, under the au- 
thority of The Rupert’s. Land Aci 
1868, accepted a surrender from the 
Governor and Company of Adventur- 
ers of England trading into Hudson’s 
Bay o: all the lands, territories, 
rights, privileges, liberties, franchises, 
powers and authorities whatsoever 
granted or purporied io be granted 
by certain Letters Patent therein re- 
cited to the said Company in Ru- 
pert’s Land; 

“And Whereas in the said Address 
it was represented to her Majesty as 
a reason for the extension of the 
Dominion of Canada westward, that 
the welfare of the poulation of these 
Territories would be materially en- 
henced ‘by the formation therein of 
political instiintions bearing analogy, 
as far as circuaistances would permit, 
to those which existed in the several!

“And Whereass in pursuance and ex- 
ercise of the powers vested in the 
Queen by the aforesaid Acts, Her Ma- 
jesty, by and with the advice of ther 
Most Honorable Privy Council, or- 
dered and declared that from and 
after the 15th day of July 1870, Ru- 
pert’s Land and the North Western 
Territory should be entered into and 
become part of the Dominion of Can- 
ada, and granted power and authority 
to the Parliament of Canada to legis- 
late for the future welfare and good 
government of these Territories:

It is no doubt jhe intention of the 
government that the half-breed shall 
benefit to the fullest extent by this 
serip grant. There can be no other 
purpose in the grant. We may ex- 
pect therefore that ihs gevernment 
and the scrip commissioners will re- 
fuse to recognize any alleged powers- 
o*-attorney under which the scrip of 
the half-breed is sought by some one 
other than ihe grantee. it is to bs 
hoped that no powers-of-atiorney 
Shall, under any circumstances, re- 
ceive recognition if executed anterior 
to the government’s declaration of its 
intentions in respect of this scrip 
grant. It is safe tu say that most of 
the “powers-cf-attorney” now in ex- 
istence were executed prior to that de- 
plajration.: It is equally safe to say 
that a fait covsideration has not been 
paid for the scrip ip one case out of 
ten. It is hard to say how many half- 
breed claimants will present them- 
pelves. There may be ten thousand. 
If so, the Dominion of Canada will have 

_to devote $7,200,000 werth of the pub- 
To ap- 
ply this land for the actual benefit of 
the half-breed would be to give himja 
start in life which will make himfinde- 
perdent of assistance for all time to 
‘come. If, cn the other hand, the 
beneiit goes to the speculator (as it 
bas done in all previous issues of scrip)

THE END OF THE SESSION. 

Messrs. McCauley, Villeneuve, and, 
Shera, metabers for Edmonton, St. Al- 
bert, and Victoria, respectively, re- 
turned from-Regina on Monday, the 
session of the Territorial assembly 
having terminated the previous Fri- 
dpiy. 

The session was a more a less 
memorable one, owing to the fact that 
for the first time iu the bistory of‘ the 
assembly an opposition to the govern- 
ment was organized, and its presence 
throuzhout lent a certain air of live- 
liness to the proceedings of the house. 
Both Messrs. Villeneuve and -Shera 
joined the opposition, the former stat- 
ing that he did so as he was not satis- 
fied with the granis he had beenj able 
to procure from the government for 
public works within his constituency, 
and the latter because he believed op- 
position would be a good thing, and 
would like to see the parties divided 
on federal party lines. Miy Shera, 
however, reserved for himself an in- 
dependent course of action should the 
policies of the opposition conflict with 
what he thought to bse the hest inter- 
ests of his district. 

In all, during the session, some 57 
bills were introduced out of which 47 
passed, the remaining 10 being thrown 
out. A number of these were private 
bilis and of no public interest. 
Among those of interest to this dis- 
trict, and of particular interest were 
those amending: The Medical bill;Com- 
pensation to .Workmeny Incorpora- 
tion of Edmonton Public Hospital; The 
Village Ordinance, (doing away with 
the old bill, altogether); Ordinance Re- 
specting Fences; An Ordinance te- 
specting assignments for the fene- 
fit of creditors; Births, Deathdy And 
Me.rriages Ordinance; Regarding Sale 
of Intoxicating Liquors; Schools; Stal- 
lions and Bulls; Pound Districts and 
Brands; Mining Companies; Respect- 
ing Justices of the Peace; Giving Com- 
missioner of TPwhlic Works power over 
all public lands; Legal profession and’ 
law societies; Estravy Animals; Pro- 
tection of Game. A number of weeds 
were added to the list in the noxious 
weeds’ ordinance. The ‘Lieutenant- 
Governor was given power to remit 
certain fines and penalties on offend- 
ers. The Municipal Ordmamnee was 
amended combining, among other en- 
actments, the offices of  secretary- 
treasurer ‘and assessor. This is one oj 
the amendments the council were seek- 
ing in the private, bill relating tothe 
town of Edmonton only. 


Among the grants and appropria- 
tions secured by Mr. McCauley for tha 


Edmonton district were: $300 for the 
road from the end of the bridge to 


Dowler’s Hill, $600 on the base Jine to 
Beaver Hilis, $300 for bridges in dif- 
ferent places. $200 for the road, to 
White Whale lake, and $1,000 for the 


| opening and improving of tha base 


line west to Stony Plain. This does 
not include appropriations for grading 
and purveys. 

Large grants were also secured by 
Messrs. Shera and Villeneuve for pub- 
lic works in their respective constit- 
nencies.

Since then your 
premier has declared that you want 
no territory, and your colonial secre- 
tary told parliament that he intended 
in his Septeznber despatch to accept 
nine-tenth of the conditions. If these 
speeches had been made in September, 
instead of Oc-ober and November, we 
would never have formulated an ulti- 


matum. Therefore, we came, in 
{the light of these belated as- 
surances, to see if the war 
can be stopped. That is the 


bject of our mission, and its our only. 
object. We will giadly consent to sub- 
mit ail questions of guarantees and 
indemnity to the decision of any im- 
partial tribunal.
